The speaker, who 
has raised chinchillas locally for 
15 years, explained that all of 
the members of this fur-bearing 
rodent family in the United States 
today are descendents of the few 
animals imported from South Af- 
rica in 1923.

The un- 
believably soft fur coat cannot 
be imitated as each pelt has a 
delicate shading of three col- 
ors.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


Columbia Broadcasting System 
said Sunday its Investigation of 
the assassination of President 
John F, Kennedy found that Lee 
Harvy Oswald had enough time 
to fife three shots at the auto 
carrying Kennedy, 


Many critics of the 26*volume 


Warren 
Commission 
report 


have contended that the rifle 
used by Oswald was not capable 
of being fired three times in 5.6 
seconds — the time commission 
tests indicated was used In fir- 
ing the shots, 


Other critics have pointed to 


the 
amateur 
film taken by 


Abraham Zapruder on Nov. 22, 
1963, in Dallas, which also puts 
the time angle in doubt. 


CBS said in the first of a four- 


part series on the assassination 
that it concluded "a Mannlich* 
er-Carcano rifle can be fired as 
accurately and rapidly - and 
probably more — as the com- 
mission believed." 


Also, CBS said, the film shot 


by Zapruder "was quite possi- 
bly running slower than the 
commission thought." Blurs on 
three of the film frames indi- 
cates "something startled Mr. 
Zapruder," CBS said. It said 
evidence showed "a rifle shot is 
what startled him." 


CBS said that in its experi- 


ments from a 60-foot tower, the 
same height as the sixth-floor 
window 
of the 
School Book 


Depository, one of its 11 volun- 
teer marksmen made three hits 
in 5.2 seconds. CBS said another 
got one hit from three shots in 
4.1 seconds— all with Mannlich- 
er-Carcao rifles.

S T R A T F O R D , Conn. — 


(NEA)—"A lot of people will 
tell you," nodded the fluent 
fan in the weather-worn base- 
ball cap, "that George Adam 
is the finest first baseman 
ever to step on the bag. And 
they're right." 


Madness? 
Heresy? 
Not 


really. Before the defenders 
of Lou Gehrig, Hal Chase and 
even Mickey Mantle storm 
Stratford to protest, let it bo 
known that Adam marches to 
the beat of a different drum. 
George's game is softball. 


"An amateur sport trying 


to compete on a professional 
level," he calls it, and the 
eight-time member 
of 
the 


World All-Star team and 11- 
year veteran (and now man- 
ager) with Raybestos Card- 
inals of the Atlantic Seaboard 
League bears unique qualifica- 
tions to judge a sport that 
carries an amateur 
status 


similar to that of tennis. 


Softball has come a long 


way since its beginning just 
before the turn of the cen- 
tury. An estimated 15 million 
people actively participate in 
the sport, mostly in slow-pitch 
leagues in small communities.

SPRINGFIELD, N.J. —(NEA) —If the legions who follow 


Arnold Palmer on the golf course are an army, then they 
must have been trained by Nasser. They are undisciplined, 
disorganized and downright ignorant of tactical appreciation 
for golf. They don't even have sense enough to switch from 
a losing cause. 


More than 20,000 hackers defied logic at the finale of the 


United States Open at Baltusrol with blind allegiance to the 
cause of Palmer—when at the same time, in joined battle, 
Jack Nicklaus was producing one of the memorable rounds 
in golf history. 


While stolid Jack assaulted the Baltusrol course with 65 


magnificently controlled strokes over the final 18 holes to 
break Ben Hogan's scoring record for the Open, Arnle's fans 
raucously cheered Palmer chip shots that kicked dead 50 
feet from the cup. 


The contest in reception to both golfers was vivid because 


they played head-to-head in one of those rare golf pairings 
where the winner had to become the Open champ. Arnie 
would hook a drive into the rough, then extricate himself 
with a four-wood to the apron of the green, and the legions 
would yell exuberantly, "Atta boy, Arnie. Go get 'em . . . you 
can still do it." They waved banners and jostled for positions. 


Jack would boom his tee shots on the same hole dead down 


the middle of the fairway, loft an 8-iron so casually that the 
ball would drop dead 12 feet from the cup, in excellent birdie 
range, and there would be a flip of polite applause that died 
the moment they saw Arnie coming over the ridge. 


Maybe the partisanship.was understandable in the third 


round on Saturday wKeii thly finished in a dead heat, or in 
the early moments of the final afternoon, when it was any- 
body's $30,000 (prize for winning the Open). But how do you 
figure it on the 15th hole when Nicklaus already has built 
up a five-stroke lead and only an act of God, or the USGA, 
can deprive him from a second Open— made especially poig- 
nant by the fact that he has had, for him, a miserable year in 
which he failed to survive the halfway cut at the Masters? 


Fortunately for Jack Nicklaus' peace of mind, he didn't 


try to figure it. 


"Any time you play with Arnie," he rationalized, "you ex- 


pect it. You get used to it. And I am used to it. It becomes 
part of the game. I felt I had an awful lot of people out 
there watching me, too." 


But there's a schism between the watchers and the slobber- 


ing idolaters. Arnie is a virile, image-sitting hero who rouses 
emotions by the way he flips a cigarette on the green or con- 
torts his face over a missed putt. The people identify with 
him. 
You couldn't miss this, either, with his closing 69 for 


second place in the Open. 


Jack, ten years younger at 27, is outwardly phlegmatic on 


the course, a little dumpy in the seat, and all business. He 
proved that on the 72nd hole. A year ago, Palmer lost his 
perspective on the last nine holes of the Open when he con- 
centrated on beating Hogan's scoring record of 276 and in- 
stead blew a six-stroke lead over eventual winner Billy 
Casper. Nicklaus came to the 72nd hole this year leaving 
a birdie to break Hogan's mark, and he ignored it. On the 
542-yard 18th, he pulled a 1-iron from his bag on the tee. 


"I knew I felt like an idiot, pulling out a 1-iron," he mused. 
But I also knew that if I got a seven on the hole and Arnie 
got a three, he could still tie me. I was thinking about win- 
ning the tournament." 


Of course, with his enormous hitting strength, he converted 


the iron shot into the birdie that won the Open title and 
set the scoring mark and produced his seventh major cham- 
pionship—he has won three Masters, two Opens the PGA 
and the British Open. He is in his sixth year as a pro Palmer 
who also holds seven major crowns, is in his 12th year. 
': 


Like that old philosopher Liberace, Nicklaus must cry all 
the way to the bank. 


thinks a major professional 
league, backed with plenty of 
money and television expos- 
ure, might make it big some 
day but that old evil, money, 
always gets in the way. 


"There aren't enough really 


good t e a m s to go around, 
says Adam, "with a couple of 
top t e a m s in the East, a 
couple more in the Midwest 
and a few in Florida. Nobody 
takes the time or spends the 
money to develop the game 
into what it might be, so it 


just stagnates. Basically it's;

see softball as a sport with a 
future.

148 Enemy

namese paratroopers and South. 
Korean marines tore the brunt 
of pound fighting In Vietnam 
Sunday and reported killing 148 
Communist soldiers, 


Only light and sporadic con- 


tact was reported by U. S. units; 
conducting 21 major ground: 
sweeps. 


U. S. headquarters reported 


153 American air missions over 
North Vietnam Sunday, almost 
all against supply routes. As 
they have for almost a month, 
American pilots avoided the 
Hanoi-Haiphong 
region. 
The 


official reason given was bad 
weather. 


South Vietnamese paratroop- 


ers scored the biggest success 
of the day in the 1st Corps area 
just below the 17th Parallel di- 
viding Vietnam. On a search- 
and-destroy operation the para* 
troopers 
jumped 
a 
major 


enemy force and reported they 
killed 105. 


Supported by armored person-" 


nel carriers and air strikes, the 
airborne battalion of about 500 
men overpowered what was evi- 
dently an enemy company or 
more. The South Vietnamese 
said they captured 19 weapons, 
including seven mortars and 
machine guns, and suffered only 
"light casualties." 


A South Korean patrol ran 


into a guerrilla band in coastal 
Phu Yen Province and killed 43 
while suffering no casualties, 
according to Korean headquar- 
ters. Th fight lasted 2'/2 hours. 
Then the guerrillas fled. 


U. S. headquarters reported 


an unusual rescue Sunday when 
a big twin-rotor Chinook heli- 
copter flew into Dinh Tudng 
Province about 40 miles south- 
west of Saigon to save t group 
of infantrymen trapped inside 
an armored personnel carrier. 


The 13-ton vehicle had been 


blown up and overturned by a 
mine. The big chopper raised 
the vehicle so medics could get 
out the wounded. It was not 
known 
how many casualties 


there were. 


Troops of the 173rd Airborne 


Brigade reported scattered con- 
tact in the central highlands 
area where Communist forces 
chopped up a paratrooper com- 
pany last Thursday. Night biv- 
ouacs of the 173rd were har- 
assed by grenade-throwing ene- 
my but no major fights devel- 
oped. 


U. S. headquarters said late 


reports showed 106 North Viet- 
namese regulars died in the bat- 
tle in which 80 U. S. paratroop- 
ers 
were 
killed and 130 


wounded. 


Military headquarters report- 


ed bombing weather over North 
Vietnam was generally 
good 


everywhere but in the Red Riv- 
er valley and the Hanoi-Hal. 
phong area. 


Navy and Air Force pilots 


ranged over the panhandle area 
stretching south from Hanoi to 
the 17th Parallel, mostly hitting 
roads, rails and truck and barge 
convoys. 


Navy destroyers operated off 


the coast near Dong Hoi, shell- 
ing cargo barges on the coastal 
waterway. The Navy said seven 
barges were sunk by five-inch 
gunfire from a destroyer.
